Mention, has been made that some 
large pines have been cut on the ground 
now occupied by the filter beds con- 
nected with Andover’s new sewerage 
system. ‘ 

We wish to speak particularly jin re- 
gard to one large pine tree which grew 
upon the bank of the Shawsheen ‘river 
in close proximity to the water. The 
tree was probably’ one hundred and 


fifty years old. "It was three feet ten: 


inches at the butt and furnished fifteen 
hundred feet of lumber and two cords 


and tive feet of cord wood. 


‘rhe logs were conveyed ‘to the saw 


mill and sawed in regular course, The |. 


logs were fourteen feet in length and 
when the secoud one, three feet in diam- 
eter at one end and about two feet in di- 
ameter at the other end, was put upon 
the frame to saw, all went well until 
the Jog was half sawed when all of a sud- 
den the saw struck a hard substance 
which-caused—the-saw-teeth—to-—-fly-in 
every direction. es 

Whei the mill was stopped and an in- 
vestigation had been made, the ob- 
struction proved to be astone about the 
size of an ordinary hen’s egg which was 
hard and fast.near the heart of the log 
and about two feet from the smaller end. 


It required several blows’ of an axe to” 


dislodge the stone. The stone is quite 
dark in color and the wood discolored 
where it was taken out. iio 

When the tree was standing the stone 
was in the heart of the tree twenty-six 
feet from the ground, | ne 

Query: how did it get there? 

‘The stone is in the possession of Mr. 
Joseph W. Smith, who ‘would be 
very happy to show it to any one whose 
curiosity might lead them in that di- 
rection. 


The large elm tree which stood in 


front of Mrs. George W. Coburn’s house,, 


on Central street, has been removed. 
The tree had been on the wane for a 
number of years. ’ 

The rings showed the tree to beat 
least 217 years old. ‘The measurement 
at-base of trunk was six feet in diameter 
and four feet up from the ground, four 
feet and four inches. ; 

When the workmen were sawing off 
the section next-to the trunk, their saw 
struck a hard substance, which dam- 
aged the teeth of the saw quite badly. 
Sawing from the other side as the tree 
lay upon the ground, propped tp, a 
piece of iron revealed itself, one fovt in 
from the outside of the tree and 60 
rings were counted showing that 
the-;iron, which~ was~four~-inches“ in 
length and flat at one. end, had been 60 
years in being emi edded into the tree. 

Query: how did it get. there? 

A case knife of a very old pattern was 
dug out of the ground underneath 
where the roots of the tree came out and 
at least six feet below the surface. 

Query: was the knife there before ‘the 
tree was set out? 

The large elm*tree standing in front 
of the house. eecupied, by Joseph W. 
Smith was set out’ by Lieut. Theopolis 
Fry, who: brought the sapling on his 
shoulder from the Den woods on Fast 
day, April 1760. (We are indebted to 
Theopolis C. Fry of Lawrence, for the 
-above information.) : 

A hammock hook was screwed into 
the tree several years “ago. It is gradu- 
ally disappearing and in a few years, if 
allowed to remain, will be completely 
buried. © The tree is-about 150 years old.

In 1873, the grade of a part of Main 
street-was lowered to such a degree that 
the people living on the east side were 
preparing to sue the town for damages. 


sence from town, had just’ moved into 
the house still occupied by him, was 
asked to join in the suit,'as he was 
equally injured -by the lowering of the 
street. 
that the matter was left to the town to 
settle. 
March meeting. in 1874 read: “To see if 
the town will yote to raise the grade of 
the road bed and sidewalk on Main 
street from a int a little below the 
school house to Chestnut street to the 
height they were in the spring of 1873.. 
The town, after a full and free discus- 
sion, voted,’ “That the road commis- 
sioners are instructed to raise the grade 
of Main street to the satisfaction of the 
abutters on the east side thereof,” and 
they voted 600 dollars to, carry out this 
instruction. The grade established in 


side is concerned, remained till Septem- 
ber of.the year -190], as shown by th 
concrete walk laid down in 1893. ¥ 

Tt will be noticed that the alteration 
of grade made in, 1873 began a little 
north of the “Sehool house” which was 
on the northeast corner of _Pnichard 
avenue and Main street. No change 
was made south of this point. As has 
been shown in a previous paper, the sur- 
face watér here was cared for by a cul- 
vert near Locke. street, and the grade of 
the avenue and Main street remained as 
they had been from the first, on the 
same level. 

As the “plans” of the board of public 
— were developed, they showel a 
cut down. of over a foot at Punchard 
avenue and at Chestnut street. 

Who of the abutters on the “east side 
thereof’ were consulted about 
change, or even knew about the plans? 
What was the object in making’.the 
change? Who asked for it? 

When it became apparent what “the 
plans” called for, the only argument.in 
their favor was that as the change had 
to be made sometime it would better be 
made now, when the street railroad 
would pay the bills. There was no good 
reason for lowering the grade either at 
Punchard avenue or at Chestnut street. 
With the grade at these points kept as it 
was in September, the street midway be- 
tween could have been raised nearly’or 
quite a foot, thus saving about two feet of 
the sidewalk cut down, at the point most 
Pryce By this means, the larger part 
of the expense and objection could have 
been avoided. But grant for a moment 
that “the plans” as made were necessary.

He thought, also, that the 
church at the West Parish was needed, 
as there were only 60 church members 
out of a population of 800. Now there 
are 160 members in about the same pop- 
Mr. Shipman believed in bring-* 
ing the church nearer home. 

Rev. F. A. Wilson was introduced as 
being a representative of the daughter 
of the West-church.. He-said-that-if he 
was not mistaken, the mother had a 
slight objection: to the child going ont. 
“Blood doas tell,” he said, “* and we of 
the Free church’ congratulate ourselves 
on having sucha mother.” He also men- 
tioned such names as Smith, Dove, and 
Barnard who had come from the West 
church to the Free. Mr. Wilson con- 
gratulated the mother on her youthful- 
ness.

Rev. Frederic Paimer of the Christ 
Episcopal church, spoke of the difference 
in travel between 75 years ago and the 
present time, and also the change in re- 
ligious feeling between denominations, 
especially in Andover.

Anniversary Sermon. 


Rev. G. A: Andrews preached an anni- 
versary sermon on Sunday which follows 
in part: ‘ 


| Text: “The Lord has done great 
things for us, whereot we are glad.” 

—Ps. 126: 3. 

The pastor referred to the first annual 
sermon preached by the first pastor of 
the church, Dr. Jackson, Dec. 30, 1827. 
fle then proceeded to compare the con- 
ditions under which the first anniversary 
was observed with the conditions of our 
present anniversary. 

““We have lost,’’ he. said, “in ehurch 
attendance. . The news of the world’ was 
not at the immediate disposal of Dr. 
Jackson’s hearers.__ Organizations for 
social, intellectual and recreational im- 
provements were comparatively un- 
knowfito them. This church was the 
one social centre; this parish, their little 
world. Now men do not generally go to 
ehurch for their social, nor for their in- 
tellectual life. They goto their clubs and 
lodges for the one; and to their news- 
papers, their magazines, and their books 
for the other. By these secular insti- 
tutions the church has been emancipated 
from the necessity of secular drudgery. 
In the specialization of efforts, which is 


has come to be more specifically only a 
religious centre. She must welcome the 
secular allies which are uninteresting to 
the social and intellectual needs of the 
community, and give--ker attention now 
to her own specific work of the commun- 
ities’ religion. ; : 

“But while our outer conditions of 
service are so different, our inner spirit 
is the same today as it was 75 years ago. 
Dr. Jackson spoke then of the harmony 
of the church, and the harmony has pre- 
vailed to this day. The differences of 
opinion which led to the organizaticn of 
the Free church did not seriously-affect 
the religious life of the. West church. 

“With the accumulated strength of 
our 75 years of faithful service, the 
church must necessarily be. stronger 
today than ever before. It is the time 
now, not forthe thoughts of what used 
tobe, but for the girding of our loins for 
the work that now is. God has done 
great things for us and our hearts are 
glad. What, then, shall we render to 
kinr for alt his benetits !”

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After words of greeting by the president 
in which he extended greetings to all 
the members of the society, past and 
present, to Mr. and Mrs. Greene, and all 
other friends present, he called upon one 
of the charter members of the society, 
Winthrop 8.

“Go back with me, down through the 
years, until we come to Nov.,.

“Mr. N. A. Cutler was chosen presi- 
dent, Mr. W. A. Trow, vice-president 
aud Miss Emma Ward, secretary. Now 
the society was ready.for action. Three 
committees were quickly chosen, namely 
—Lookdut, Prayer Meeting and Social. 
Soon a constitution was adopted. by the 
society. What was the object of this 
society? ~The ‘constitution says: ‘To 
promote an earnest Christian life among 
its members; to increase their mutual 
acquaintance and to make them more 
useful in the service of God.’ 


time and Mr. Green, then our beloved 
pastor, saw quickly what splendid oppor- 
tnnities for service a society of this kind 
would have in-West Parish. The society 
was very fortunate in having his hearty 
support-at-this time, About those early 
meetings of the society I know nothing, 
but there must have been consecrated 
Christians among those first. membets, 
for the society grew steadily, and those 
first committees must have been faithful 
in their work if they carried out all that 
the constitution called for. 

“During the first five years the society 
experienced a steady growth. Nearly 
all the young people of the vicinity be- 
coming either active or associate mem- 
bers. Many of the older people, also, 
joined the society, helping it much -be- 
cause of their wider experience in 
Christian life, In 1894 the society had 
51 members and two years later had 
branch societies, one at the Osgood and 
one at the Abbott district. Thése branch 
societies thrived for about two years, 
but the difficulties were too many.-.Both 
were given @p. ; 

“Phe society has had 145 members 
during the fifteen years of its life. Many. 
of these members are séattered through 
the country at the present time. 
Twelve have been, or, are at present, 
teachers in-reponsible positions. Thirty- 
eight members have been married and 
five of our young men found their wives 
in the society. We have lost three mem- 
bers by déath: Mr. John Colquhoun, 
Miss Ethel Trow and Miss Hattie Col- 
quhoun. ° 

“We shall never forget their lives and 
the influence they left behind. 

‘*“We do not know what our pastor

MEN’S FASHIONS. 


How shall one distinguish between 
individuality and eccentricity in mat- 
ters of dress? After»a man has leurn- 
ed that different garments are requiv- 
ed for different occasions, that those 
garments are made according to certain 
standards, and that good form de-, 
mands that he shall not violate the 
general mode governing their make or 
use, he has still to answer this ques- 
tion before he masters the art of dress- 
ing well.

He is- 
derstands how to make little changes in 
the stitching, the shape of the | lapels, 
the modification of thé cut and the 
general finish of a garment. that will 
differentiate it from the general type 
without departing from that-type. Thy 
is as much as the man of good taste 
will ask of him. He will not ask that 
he make glaring and obtrusive changes. 
He will not demand a sack coat with 
exaggerated vests with buttons at their 
tops, or with several dines of stitching 
about its edge. He will not insiat on 
obrusive braiding. on . his evening 
clohes. He will insist on minor mod- 
ifications, trifling in theméelves, but 
which, altogether, give an air of in+ 
dividuality. He will seek out patterns 
in neckwear, shirts and hosiery which, 
while conforming .to the existing mode, 
yet differ slightly from it. His dress 
will conform in general but differ 1n- 
minor details. .He-will not set-up as-a 
new type but.as a variation. of the 
existing type. He will differ without 
becoming unlike. He will express 
himself without obtruding himself. 
Here lies the difference between indi- 
viduality and-eccentticity in dress.
